Pretty  little  plants  for  beds,  vases,  bas- 
kets, edgings  or  rockery-work,  blooming  profusely  all  sum- 
mer; useful  also  for  winter  flowering.  Very  sweetly  scented. 

Lilacinum.  Delicate  lilac,  free 

Little  Dorrit.  A great  improvement  on  the  dwarf  Sweet  Alys- 
sum.  Perfect  little  bushes  4 inches  in  height  are  fairly  smoth- 
ered with  miniature  white  flowers 

Little  Gem  or  Carpet  of  Snow.  Of  dwarf  compact  habit,  four 
to  six  inches  in  height.  Blooms  when  quite  small  and  con- 
tinues till  frost.

Sweet  Alyssum  (A.  Maratinum).  Of  trailing  habit,  flowers  white

Saxatile  Compactum.  Perennial.  Showy  golden  yellow  flowers, 

blooms  first  season  if  sown  early  indoors
